The Hoo:J8 has now been in sessiOD 
fjrtytwo days, with every probability 
of prolcuging it to sixty days. As ap- 
plied to the present BOSBion the indcm* 
nity aiil<edfor would, lliortfore, amoonl 
to eight dollars acd thirty -three cents 
ajday. I" Iho courso of the debate 
which arose upon the indemuily 
Rosolntion, it was admitted, evea by 
ita opponetitB, that the present rate oi 
mileage was too low, and that the per 
diem allowance did not cover the cx- 
peDBesof ihoBO menibera coming f rem a 
didtiiBOo; and wo lu.ow us t\ motter o> 
foot that those mcmbero coming from a 
distance will bo largely out of 
pocket, But, inadcqutle us the proBeiit 
Indemnity is to cover the reaeonublc 
expenses ol members coming Irona a dia 
tnnce, it most be remembered ihftt il U 
limited to fifty days, and lha' lhe?c 
members will, in nil piobabiliiy, huvo 
to legislale fcrten dayrf at their ownsoio 
expense. Now, will anybody asaeri 
that the people of British Columbio 
wisL their reprisentatives to be largely, 
or at nil, out of pocket in coming to 
the capital and allonding iho Legisla- 
ture ?
